The officers of the unit, estimated at 30 to ho, were 
billeted in the former district court building opposite the castle, 
Twenty-five canvasecovered tans, including tanks No dbl, and 570 were 
seen in the castlo sarden. The tanks mounted runs abot 33, meters Long, 
apparently without muzzle brakes. Troops practicing vith machine. runs 
and mortars wore usually seen inthe castle area, Target practice with
